This constant ratio of 2.5 has been used 
to define sei ntifieally our scale of mag¬ 
nitude, to extend it to telescopic stars, 
wl'.o thus ar ■ .de.=ignated as stars of the 
.■^ev nth, eighth and ninth magnitude, 
etc., and to establish rigorously what 
-diall be understood by a star of the 
magnitud? 5-1, 5-2, etc. Accoruing to this 
.'caD the faintest stars, w’hich, up to 
th ' pres nt time have b^en pliotograiihed 
mtiy b-- about of the sevent enih or 
igliteenth magnitude. \Ve hope that the 
5 :-inch refieetor of Mount Wil-on wi;l 
give us a couple of magnitudes morn 
Ther' then is this first difference bc- 
twian th' stars—the difference in mag¬ 
nitude. 

’Ph re is a seconil difference. I project 
on th' sere n tlie imag'' of another part 
of th'- sky, the part in the constellation 
of th'^ triangle and .surrounding coti- 
stellations. You see that from everyone 
of the star Images starts a line in a cer 
tain direction. These lines represent the 
motion, the change of place of the stars 
in t’5,()00 y ars as tliey have been de¬ 
termined by tlie most accurate measure¬ 
ments during the last c:ntury and a 
half. 

The fixed stars do not deserve their 
nam'. Recent observations have shown 
that they ara all in motion, only this so- 
called proper motion appears to us so 
may b' fit to make you realize som(what 
th' dimen-sions of the universe and the 
consequent difficulty of our problem. 
These motions which to us appear so

Not ev n is here a strong con- 
n etion between the magnitud) and the 
total (juaiitity of light t mitted. For the 
■ lue.-ir- lit hrightnc.ss of a star may only 
be .lue to a great r nearmss to our- 
1 h-es. 

So. for Instance, th' star Xcenfavin, 
which shines in the sky of the southern 
hemisjih re. a.« one of th - most bril¬ 
liant of .oil the stars in the firmament, is 
by no means one of tho most luminous 
on s. I'he apparent brilliancy in this 
Cit.se is due to the fact that, as far as 
w' know at pres nt this star is, among 
th' fixed stars, our near st neighbor. 
Ti e ntiignitude is mer'ly a measure of 
tlie br ghtiiess ;is se n from the earth. 
It would be otherwise if all the stars 
were jilac'd at one and tli > .same dis¬ 
tance. In this case, whicli, howev.-r. Is 
simply a fiction, the magnitude of the 
stars would b' a true measure of the 
quantity of light emltt d. The magni¬ 
tude which Ih ' .stars would show if they 
were brought nearer or fartlier away in 
such a miumer that ail would b brought 
'<) ti e ,oam ■ dis:ane‘ fro mourselves, we 
cal! iit'so'ute magnltule. This ab- 
solut' magnitude is, therefore, a true 
nii-itsur' of the light of the stiirs. tVe 
shall 1 itve to revert to it. 

If is a curious circumstance that this 
clii.ssiflcation of the stars in magnitude 
merely in accordance with the impres¬ 
sion made on the eye, and assigned with¬ 
out any pr.'cise measurements, has 
proved to b' .so nearly a rational one. 
It has been found by the refined ther¬ 
mometer observation of the present 
time that we receive from the stars of 
th ‘ first magnitude 2.5 times as much 
light .aa from those of the second; from 
those of the second 2.5 times as much 


You probably all ktiiw tliat the ob- 
rervatory, though a .'••olar nbs-rvatory, 
do s not Intend ta c'lnrlne its work to 
tie study of the sun. Its r'al aim is: 
the study of the evolution of thi- stars, 
that is of tile life liistory of the stars, 
end if the sun is giv' n a prominent part 
'n th ■ Amount Wilson Investigations It is 
■ imiily because th) sun is the nearest of 
ail th ' fixed stars and. so, lends Itself 
to study of details, invisible in their nu- 
mcraus other suns, which we cull the 
rix d stars. 

Now, I had th ' lionor of being appoint¬ 
ed a research assoc at ' of this observa¬ 
tory. This may s cm strange to those 
wiio may liapp'n to know fhnt my as¬ 
tronomical work was in no way con- 
(• rned with the life liistory of the stars. 
.And if I have been invit 'd to addr.'ss 
'.on this evening, I felt that you would 
want to know what then is the line of 
work pros ciitcd by myself and tlie 
Groninger Astron'imlcal Observatory, 
which f have to 1: nd, and how does this 
work hear on the r searches of the 
.Mount Wilson Observatory 

To the first question. I may answer, 
simjily: Th ' finding out of the distribu¬ 
tion of the stars in space, or, what is 
often designat'd as the structure of the 
universe. Some of the main methods 
followed will form th' subject of the 
pri'sent lecture. It will take all the time 
at my dlsi)o.sal this evening, so that no

How did we come to know these? I 
feel a great temptation in explaning, for 
It constitutes a real and Important (in 
fact the most Important, part of our 
problem. But I would never tlnish at a 
recent time If I did. Let me say only 
this: Little as It Is, the acquisition of 
this knowledge has cost three-quarters 
of a century of hard and skillful labor 
of many of our ablest astronomers. 

, Having now considered the elements, 
magnitude, proper motion, distance on 
which the solution of our problem rests, 
let us now consider the problem Itself, 
and, to begin with, let us first consider 
the apparent distribution of the stars 
If on a clear night we look up at the 
sky, we see numberless stars, as It were, 
attach-^d at a hollow sphere, the sphere 
which we call the celestial sph r The 
ancients really and, not unreasonably, 
thought that there really was ruch a 
sph^'re to which the stars were attached. 

It was one of these crystal spheres which 
by rolling over each other produced that 
heavenly music known as the harmony 
of the spheres. We know better. We 
know that In reality the stars are at 
normously different distances. But we 
low .“peak af appearances and certainly 
it sterns as If all the stars wer^ attached 
to a hollow sphere. Along a great cir¬ 
cle of that sphere we see a faintly lu¬ 
minous belt which spans the who'e of 
he firmament as a girdle of gems. To 

t It as a girdle of gems we have to 
ist a tele.“cope, howver. For th ; tclt- 
•eop-', even a very moderately powerful 
one, will show that this girdle Is biilt 
up of numberless stars. In a big tele- 
“copp the numb r of stars seen is mu- 
pendoiis. Of som^ jiarts we liave pho¬ 
tographs, which, on an area as that 
covered bv the moon, show three times 
more stare than can be seen by the 
naked eye on the whole of the visible 
night sky. On both sld^s of tho Milky 
Way. the apparent crowding of the stars 
dlmish''s gradually and regularly, till, 
near the poles of the Milky Way we 
come to the poorest parts of the sky. 

The question stands about a“ It would 
with a very first Investigation of the 
climate on our earth. A very first study 
will handle the difference between the 
climate In the torrid, temperate and 
frigid zones, that Is, it will only consider 
the changes with the latitude, leaving 
local deviations, varying with the long¬ 
itude for a mor’ detailed study. 

Now. 1 t us pass to the consideration 
of the real distribution of the stars. 

The real difficulty then lies in the Im¬ 
perfection of our knowledge about the 
distances. I have mentioned just now 
what little we know about them. The 
qu'-stlon Is can we maxe that little do 
for our wants.

The 
fact Is that we do not so much want 
to know everything about every star. It 
will be sufficient to know how many of 
th'^m stand at such and such a distance.

This expectation Is perfectly confirmed, 
when here a&aln we coma to determine 
the average distance. We find these av¬ 
erage distances, expressed In the number 
of years It takes light, emitted by these 
stars to reach us. They are Inscribed 
on the lid of our boxes after the letters 
M.D. standing for mean distance. 

There Is a way, but you will not be 
astonished to find that the certainty of 
our conclusions diminishes as we get 
deeper Into the abysses of spaces. I will 
not tire out your patience, however, by 
going Into this matter beyond saying that, 
as 'we know the total number of stars 
of each magnitude and the number al¬ 
ready contained In our shells below 2000 
light years, we know also the number 
remaining to be distributed over further 
shells. These numbers together with a 
very plausible supposition enables us to 
xt least localize the stars roughly In 
the further shells. 

It may seem that we are at the end of 
our problem, for we have found what 
we w nt out to find: the mixture-law 
and the density at various distances 
from the sky. In what precedes, how- 
ver, one a'?''umptlon has been made 
which. If It is contrary to nature, may 
change part of our conclusion very sei- 
lously. To see what that Is we have to 
come back a last time to figure four. 
The distribution of the stars of the ap¬ 
parent magnitude inscribed at the top, 
as shown by this figure, is substantially 
unobj'^ctlonable, at least If we disre¬ 
gard small uncertainties due to the In¬ 
accuracy of our data. But what Is ob¬ 
jectionable In the figure Is the absolute 
magnitude Inscribed. . ' 

The lineal dimensions of two consecu¬ 
tive shells are In the proportion of about 
1 to 1.56; consequently wa assumed that, 
if we remove a star from one shell to 
the next more distant one, its light 
would diminish, according to a well 
known rule In the ratio of 1x1 to l.BOxl.56 
.hat Is the ratio of 1 to 2.5. That Is, 
that the light would diminish by just 
one magnitude. In fact the dimensions 
of the shells were chosen as they were. 
Just In order that we might get this 
change of Just one magnitude In passing 
from one shell to another. It Is only be¬ 
cause of this choice that we get the 
regular sequence of numbers If we go 
downward In one and the same column.
